THE WORLD STAGE AWAITS LOZA 


In past seasons Goran Lozanovsi has been terrorising A-League teams, including SM, with his pace, 
aggression and of course his trade mark crosses. So when Ange Postecoglou wooed him to SM last 
year, it bought an air of confidence and anticipation into every SM fan's mind. 


It didn't take long for Lozanovski to show what he had to offer, his goal against Brisbane in round 1, 
was simply scintillating and the injury troubles of his previous season at Collingwood seemed well in 
the past. But soccer can be a very cruel game, a tough tackle just before half time, saw his knee 
looking like a spring and a season full of promise seemed over. Luckily it would only be a short term 
injury, and it wasn't long before he was back in the starting eleven. 


SM is currently leading the competition, a position that has been so close yet so far in recent 
campaigns. Many might say Lozanovski has provided that added class and determination that has 
been missing, but only time can vindicate such a statement. 


Lozanovski has always been seen as a potential superstar, but injuries have kept following when he 
seemed ready to take on the world. This was most evident at the Atlanta Olympics, where despite 
being one of the key players in helping the Olyroos qualify, an injury kept him to the one appearance 
off the bench. Therefore preventing him from showing the world his undeniable class and probably 
costing him a lucrative European contract. “ 


Lozanovski’s continued good form couldn't be denied and it was of little surprise that he was chosen 
to be a part of the Socceroo squad for the recent Optus World Series. 


For Australia’s first challenge, against Chile, he was left out of the starting line-up. But after a 
dismal first half by the Aussies, Venables looked no further than Goran Lozanovski to help lift a flat 
performance. And lift he did, Lozanovski simply destroyed the Chileans with his tenacity, speed and 
crossing and suddenly, he made the Aussies look like world beaters. Using that deadly right foot 
cross, he even set up some good chances. 


He may well have been Australia’s best on field, if not for his tenacity and eagerness getting the 
better of him. A late and high challenge late in the game cost him a red card and a place in the 
following match against South Korea. 


Many expected Lozanovski to start in the third game of the series, against Japan, but somehow he 
was overlooked and it wasn't until the 85th minute that he was given a run. What is the use of that! 
The only thing anybody can do in the dying minutes of a game already lost, is an injury and that's 
exactly what nearly happened. Within a minute or two of coming on, Lozanovski’s knee was 
suddenly looking a bit frail, but the sighs of relief could be felt all around Melbourne when Loza 
quickly regained his footing. 


What | can’t understand is, how could Venables ignore such a great player who nearly single- 
handedly changed the game against Chile. Surely this wasn’t a disciplinary measure, after all it was 
perhaps Loza’s willingness for the ball that cost him the red card. All | will say on this matter, is that 
i?'s just as well Lozanovski wasn’t seriously injured, or else Mr Venebles may have had a bit of 
explaining to do to the SM faithful. 


A talent of Lozanovski's calibre are few and far between, some might say he is just as good, if not 
better than Lazaridis was when he was playing for West Adelaide. Lazaridis has moved on to be a 
very bright star in the English Premier League. One would assume a similar destiny is in line for 
Goran Lozanovski. Although we would all love him to stay at SM for many years, he may well 
become SM’s first million dollar transfer. 


With the 2002 World Cup campaign in mind, Goran Lozanovski must be seen as one of the players 
expected to take the next step by becoming part of the backbone to the Socceroos. It is up to the 
Soccerao coaching staff to give him the right chances and preparation and most of all, it’s up to 
Goran himself.to make the most of any opportunity.

Supporters Group - COMMENT 


“We've got a five-year plan in place, where we want to be in the year 2000 and beyond 
and how we're going to get there. How to entice more sponsors and keep them happy, 
how to get more of the younger supporters who will be the lifeblood of this club.” This 
revelation came courtesy of the last issue of Soccer Australia magazine in an interview with 
South Melbourne President, Mr George Vasilopoulos. 

One could be forgiven for questioning if such a document exists. If indeed it does it would 
surely have to be South Melbourne's best kept secret. The supporters and members certainly 
don't know about it, there was certainly no mention of it at the Club’s most recent Annual 
General Meeting. | think most of us would settle to see a five day plan. 


Assuming a plan does exist, the next question which arises is; Is it being adhered to ? Lets 
briefly discuss the following areas: Sponsorship, the team, supporters & marketing. 


From our understanding sponsorship is at an all time high, the Club is to be commended in 
this area. It is an encouraging sign that Souths already have the backing of large compa- 
nies such as Puma, Bob Jane Corp. Tooheys, NZI and of course Tim&Terry. This however is 
just the tip of the iceberg, there are no doubt many other large companies itching to pour 
some money into soccer but are hesitant and feel that the product appeals only to a ‘niche’ 
market. The recent talk of the Club returning back to the “Hellas” nickname would only 
reinforce the perception that South Melbourne is exclusively for the ‘Greek’ community. This 
would be a backward step. Why would a sponsor limit their exposure ? More importantly, 
why would the Club limit their appeal ? 


On the field the Club scores highly...excuse the pun. Souths are currently top of the table, 
had four representatives (Lozanovksi, Trimboli, De Amicis & Petkovic) in the recent 
Socceroo squad which competed in the Optus World Series, and also have a host of Olyroo 
hopefuls which will form an integral part for Australia’s campaign to win a gold medal on 
home soil at the Sydney 2000 Olympics. Together with Club legends - Ange Postecoglou 
at the helm and his assistants Mickey Petersen and Cari Halford, South Melbourne have a 
winning formula, Not only a winning formula, but an extremely marketable commodity, 
More recognition and promotional opportunities need to be given to the players. It is well 
documented the unfortunate way Paul Wade was ‘thanked’ for his service to the Club, 
despite Frank Arok making it clear that he was not required. Wadey and other SM heroes 
should be an integral part of the Club. Australia would have to be the only country in the 
world where its administrators are probably more well known than the players. 


There are other areas in which South Melbourne could be performing much better. 

For a start, an area in which we feel we are an authority to comment on is the issue of “how 
to get more of the younger supporters, who will be the lifeblood of this club.” Feeling part 
of the Club and participation is a major factor. Conducting your club's Annual General 
Meeting in a foreign language will not help. If you attended the last AGM you will know 
what we are talking about. If your aim is to alienate supporters, then the board get bonus 
points for this one. How can people possibly participate and join in the debate when the 
simplest form of communication is denied to them ? The Club often talk about a lost 
generation of supporters, the twenty and thirty somethings who for one reason or another 
have been lost to other sports, and interests. Perhaps there is a feeling that not enough is 
being done to progress the club ? What do you think ? Drop us a line.
